CONGRESS WILL GET THE RESULT MONDAY

While No Ponsitive Statement Is Made,
It i Concluded that French Com-

pany's Proposition Is
Recommended,
WASHINGTON, Jén. 18—The supple-

mental report of the Isthmian canal com-
misslon on the proposition of the Panama
Canal company to dispose of its property
to the United States for $40,000,000 was
delivered to President Roosevelt this even-
ing. The members of the committeo refuss
to discuss the nature of the report and
Ilke reticence was maintained at the White
House, but It is stated on good authority
that the report unanimously recommends
that the offer of the Panama company be |
'Iacerptad

The report, it is said, is very veluminous,

attempting to meet the objections that

purchase or that there will be any inter-
{ national diffculties should the deal be con-
'summated, The report was completed

by the mombers of the commission, was
earrlied by Admiral Walker, chalfman of
the commisslon, to BSecratary Hay, who
tranamitted it to the president, The Iatter
will send the report to congress the first
of the week, probably Monday.

Report s Comprehensive,

The report goes fully Inta the steps which
must be taken In order to Insure a perfect
title Lo the United States, for In addition
to the present Panama Canal company, the
old organization and the Colomblan gov-
ernment must be reckoned with. The re-
port finds, however, It Is sald, that the
new company can glve & clear title. It s
stated the report says when the commisalon
made Its recent report favoring the Nica-
raguan roile no offer to sell to thia gov-
eroment had besn made by the Panama
company. The offer of $40,000,000 made In
behalf of the company by M. Lampre, it Is
sald, changed the situation completely.

It is further stated that the report shows
that a lttle over 1,000 nhares of Panama
railroad stock is owned by Individuals out-
side the Panama Canal company and that
theso can be purchased for A comparatively
small sum. Other obstacles to the sale, the
report says, also have been removed.

Favors Darlen Route.

INDIANAPOLIS, Jan. 18.—J. Clyde Power,
superintendent of parks of this city, wha
as a clvil engineer with Lieutenant River
¥, Perry, the explorer, made aurveys for
a world's isthmian canal and (s an advocate
of the so-called Darlen route and has plans
which, hc says, are to be lald before the
presldent and the government authoritiea
at Washington.

MEXICO CITY, Jan. 18~Chllpancingo,
the capital of the state of Guerrero, has
had two days of indescribable panie and
consternation, for yesterday there came a
repetition of the earthquake shock of
Thureday, raszing to the ground many
houses spared In the firet earthquake, The
people are campling out on the Alameda
end in the flelds. Hundreds of famllles are
rulned, The bulldings destroyed Include
the barracks of the Beventeenth battalion,
from which the soldiers were marched out
quickly, thus saving thelr lives,

The school bulldings were wrecked, but
quickly the children were saved, their
teachers having rare presence of mind and

| iving the order for them to march to tha

| atreet when the Nrst trembling of the
earth began on Thuraday. The parish
church, which has been repalred, having
been Injured ' & recent earthquake, wahk
destroyed. When the shock began the
church was nearly filled with worshipers,
| who fled In dismay, women being knocked
| down by men. Fortunately, all had gained
the street when the heavy stone arches
fell in. It Is belleved every one escaped,
although soldlers are removing the debris,
which Is plled in great heaps,
Governor and Siaff Escape,

Governor Mora and his staff escaped
from the state palace in time to sava
themselves and proceeded to save the
wounded and panlc-stricken populace. The
statue of General Nicholas Bravo was
thrown down and the town government
bullding was so badly cracked that its fall
is momentarily expected. Greal fssures
run acrosa the streets. The church of Ban
Mateo, In one of the outer districts, was
nearly destroyed.

Among the dead already found are four
young men and two young girls. The [lst
of gravely wounded ls & long one, Inolud-
ing many prominent cltisens. A list of the
dead and wounded has not been glven out
yel,

At the town of Clipn many bulldirgs
wers wrecked and three persons were
killed outright, while four were injured.

In the towns of Tixtla and Marchitlan
many bulldings were cracked.

At Gulae several bulldings fell In and
there was general wreckage In shops,

At Zumpango del Plo three persons were
badly Injured and the prison town hall,
school and court bulldings are wrecked.
The whole region affected by the earth-
quakes of Thursday and Friday has been
the seat of marked sleamic movements for
soveral years.

1 met Wil
Hams at Ames, Neb, five weeks ago. Both
of us were hard up and soon became inti-
mate, 1 couldn't make a living for my
family and was much discouraged, and Wil-
llams seemed as bad off as 1 was.  Ope
day ho sald to me: 'l know where we can
pick up $1,000 by the use of a little nerve
and a couple of revolvers.' T told him 1
would have nothing to de with any gun
play: that I had suffered cnough on that
account,

Connenis to the Plot,

“Things kept going to the bad and I be-
came desperate and finally told Willlams 1
was (n for anything to get hold of soma
money. 1 wanted to keep my family from
starving. We planned to do the job Friday
night a week ago, but my nerve falled at the
Inst minute and we postponed It until last
Friday night. Thuraday Willlama went to
the place and got the lay of the land, ¥Fri-
day morniog I pawned my overcoat at the
shop of Bllas Bnyder of Council Bluffs and
got a revolver. 1 then borrowed another
revolver from a neighbor named Peterson
and early in the afternoom we started for
Omaha, having just enough money to pay
onrfars. We loafed around town until time
for the robbery and managed to keep out
of sight of the police. After the robbery,
when the police were chasing us, 1 prayed
to myself that one of them would kill me.
1 would rather have been killed than be
where T am now.'

Delegates Arce Assembling for Prob-
ably Largest Labor Conven-
tlon on Necord,

INDIANAPOLIS, Jan. 18.—S8everal hun-
dred delegates have already arrived here
to attend the thirteenth apnusl convention
of the United Mine Workers of America,
which opens Monday morning. Fear s
expressed that the convention will be un-
wleldy, as It is belleved there will ba over
1,000 delegates, making It the largest con-
vention ever held by organized labor.

Presldent Mitchell will preside. Ben Tel-
lett, the famous Eunglish labor leader, will
arrive tonight, to be the guest of the minera
until Thursday. President Gompers of the
American Federation of Labor also may
visit the convention.

It Is understood that the miners will
present a demand of at least 10 per cent
increase over the wagea they now receive,
but it |s almost equally true that the oper.
ators will make a stubborn resistance, as
many of them clalm they are either oper.
ating at a loss or at & very small profit.

The miners also will ask for an extension
of the run-of-the-mine basis In the dis-
tricts where the screen basis pow prevalls.

The fact that the miners have failed to
unionize West Virginia may prevent them
from getting an Increase at the present,
as the operators of Pennsylvania, Ohlo, In-
diana and 1llinols claim that the West Vir-
ginla operators, who pay nonunlon wages,
are enabled to undersell them. The sit-
uation In West Virginia probably will re-
gelve cunsiderable attention, ae the miners
are determined to unionize the state.

BOERS DENY RUMORS OF PEACE

Say Negoilations Are Not Pending and
Assigmn Sinister Motives
to English.

LONDON, Jan. 18.—Dr. Leyds, the repre-
sentative ln Europe of the Traosvaal, ac-
cording to a dispatch from Amsterdam to
Reuter's Telegram company, held a confer-
ence today with the Boer delegation at The
Hague at the house of Mr. Wolmerans. No
ofMola] statement bas been givenm out, but
there Is the best autbority for asserting
that the conference was merely a periodical
meeting

The dlspatch saye the reports of peace
are ridiculed by the Boers themselves, who
say such stories are simply fabricated by
Briysh agents with a view to English pub-
Heatlon, hoping to turn them to advantage
in Bouth Africa. The Boers deny that any
negotlations are in progress.

The day after the premier’'s utterance
Minister of Commerce Millerand made an-
other great apeech, In which he answered
the bitter criticism of his party for having
becoma a part of & “capitalistic’” cabinet.
Mr. Millerand claims that the socialists oh.
struet thelr own progress by aystemalle
refusal to participate in present [nstitu-
tions. He belleves In a graduated quest of
power. His belng in the ministry haa heen
for the working classes an immense henefit,
he belleves, and he clted various Instancen
of It, prineipally in pending legislation for
pensioning aged workmen.

He predicted as a consequence of the ad-
vertining and the dlscussing of the social-
Ists' prineciples, caused by hin accession to
power, that the coming elections wil re-
turn twice the present number of socialistie
repreasentatives,

The French campaigns reopened without
Incldent. The handsome Paul Deschannel
was re-elected president of the Chaniber of
Deputles.

The Paris municipal councl! {8 still wrest-
ling night and day with the question of
municipal cwnership of f(lluminatng gan
when the present monopolistic franchire
expires. The company seeking renewal of
the franchise played a clever trick to in-
fluence publie opinion, offering immediately
a 33 par cent reduction In the price now
pald by consumers, |f the monopoly is ex-
tended fifty years from 1005,

factions, forty natlonalists favoring re-
newal and thiriy-eight fAghting tooth and
nall agalost ‘‘spollation.”

The council of the Department of the
Beine has just voted to raise $40,000,000 by
{ssuing public improvement bonds, of which
$18,000,000 s to be expendod in Paris proper
and $22,000,000 in the rest of the depart-
mont.
